‘SOWS SREDS OF WAR; 


FEARS. OUTBREAKS 


Finds Danger. of Conflict on the 
Rhine, in Tyrol, the Balkans, 
and Russia and Turkey. .

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 2.—It 
would have taken a group of supermen 
to have made a_ satisfactory peace 
treaty at Versailles, Viscount. Bryce 
declared today in a lecture before 
the. Institute of Politics at Williams 
College. As it was, he said, the work 
of ‘the negotiators has received nothing 
but censure in Europe and has resulted 
in sowing the seeds of future wars. 

‘* Thete is,’’ declared Lord Bryce, ‘‘ no 
blacker cloud pregnant with future 
storm hanging ovér Europe now than 
that which darkens the bank of the 
Rhine.’ 

He said that murope's sore spots are 
many, and predicted_that the slightest 
irritation of any of them may lead to 
armed conflict. ‘‘The war has shown 
one unprecedented feaftire painful in 
the prospect jit opéns,’’ .he- asserted. 
“The victors bear as much resentment 
against thé vanquished as the van- 
quished do against the victors.’

Discussing the peace treaty and the 
events that led up to it Lord Bry€e said:

But against these severe judg- 
ments let us give consideration to the 
difficulties which faced the negotiators 
Yat Paris. 

“The men of Vienna hadsta common 
ground in their efaith in monarchical 
principles and in their reliance upon 
force ‘to carry out their principles. They 
had only ‘monarchs to congider, not the 
will ofpeoples, and could do- what they 
thought best for the interest of those 
they served. Buf the negotiators at 
Paris differed in their principles and 
ideals, and at least some of them do not 
seem to have believed in the principles 
then professed. European critics have 
suggested that some of them may have 
thought they must play down to their 
own eléctorates, and regard not what 
ought to be done, but also what would 
hélp in their next-eléctoral campaigns.

RIGA, Aug. 2.—Senator France last 
night startled not only the American 
colony, but considerable numbers of na- 
tives—for_ the affair was public—by 
accusing in no ‘modérate language 
Colonel Edward W. Ryan, head. of 
the American Red Cross in the Baltic 
States, of having fomented the abortive 
Kronstadt revolution last Spring. 

It appears that the Senator has un- 
dertaken the mission of championing 
his Moscow friends agpinst a bitter and 
intolerant world.’ For he is preparing, 
so he declarés, a campaign mot only 
against the Red Cross, but against THE

He 
opened his attack by warning Colonel 
Ryan’ that there was law in America, 


and that before that law he would be 


condemned... The Red. Cross man was 

amazed by the outbreak but the Senator 

continued : 

“You Startea the Kronstadt Revolution” 
‘* You needn't aftempt a dénial. We 

have got proofs against you. I know, 


and the world shall know also, that you 
are guilty of criminal interference in 
the affairs of a friendly State. It was 
you who started the Kronstadt revolu-

Vessel Brought Here and Her 
Crew Detaine. as Officials 
Séek Heads-of Conspiracy. 


Following the séizure late Monday off 
Atlantic City of the Henry L. Marshall, 
a lNquor laden schooner flying the Brit- 
ish flag, she waé towed into. this port 
yesterday and Federal officials who 
questioned members of the ‘crew. an- 
nounced that they had evidence of. a 
gigantic rum-running plot involving 


¢many persons in cities along the Atlan- 


tic coast. Although déclining to reveal 
the nature of their-evidence, which they 
characterized’ as “ startling,’ the Fed- 
eral agents indicated that they were 
in a&/ position to obtain valuable data 
regarding vessels which have been land- 
ing; liquor. 

The Marshall was captured four miles 
off the New Jersey resort by the Coast 
Guard cutter Seneca in charge of Com- 
mander. Aaron L. Gamble, who recently 
had bean, detailed to watch for viola- 
tions of the Voistead act in this sec- 
tion. Although the vessel was outside 
the three-mile limit the Federal aw 
thorities justified their action by saying 
that they had evidence jof a conspiracy. 

Discussing the legal features of the 
seizure, which it Aas admitted: had no 
precedent, Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney. Clark sald: 


“Tt is our position that we have a 
right to. seize: & vessel outside of the 


\three-mile limit if there is evidence of a 


conspiracy to: violate our |customs laws 
and the Volstead act. While the actual 


sale of liquor outside of the three-tile 
limit is not In itself illegal, yet if’ it can 


be shown that persons from this country 
go out there t6 buy contraband, then 
conspiracy: has been established.’” 

No specific complaint, has beén lodged 
against the schoonet, which, with her 
cargo Of 1,500 cases of liquor, is being 
detained by the United States Marshal 
with armed guards aboard.

Threw Over Some Cargo.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Russia is ex- 
periencing not only a break-down in 
agriculture, but ‘a. collapse of transpor-‘ 
Aation, according to a survey issued to- 
day at the Department of Commerce, in 
behalf of Hérbert:Hoover as head of/the 
American Relief. Adminisfration. > 

The staternent says in part: 

“The most acute famine area covérs 
the Volga valley from the Caspian Sea 
northward. Thé drought in this area 
would not be of such fatal character 
but-for the general decadence of agri- 
culture, in reduction of surplus in other 
regions and in the decay of ‘transporta- 
tion, rendering most difficult the move- 
ment of ‘such local surpluses as do still 
exist. Examples of reports from the 
drought .area show the Province of 
Samara sowing this Spring“only- 58 per 
cent. of the acreage cultivated last year. 
In the Province of Kazan 95,000 acres 
usually cultivated were not, sown at all. 
To the west of the Volga valley less 
thag 50 per cent. of the arable territory 
in the Province ‘of’ Orel was sown, and 
in thé Province of Tula only 20 to 35 
per cent. of the necessary .seed for sow- 
ing’ was available,;

priated a large region in Southern Mace- 
donia, where the Bulgarian element is 
in a large majority.

‘After singing in one Italian city 
after another, I went to Egypt; from 
there back to Paris; and then to Berlin; 
thence to the Argentine. From there 2 
went to Rio Janeiro, where I was hon- 
ored by President Campos-Galles for 
singing at a gala performance given in 
honor of the President of Argentina, 
who was on an official visit to the city. 
From. Rio I went to sing in London.” 


Caruso Becomes a New Yorker. 


The late Maurice Grau made the con- 
tract that brought Caruso to America, 
but it was left to Grau’s successor, 
Heinrich Conried, to introduce him 
here. He was an undoubted success in 
New York City from his first appear- 
ance at the opening of the season of 
1903, winning the popular verdict finally 
three years later in the ‘‘ opera war”’ 


of Conriea and Hammerstein, and re- 
peating witi: greater and greater suc- 
cesses in every season since. According 
to many admirers, Caruso and the opera 
season were one and the same thing. 
His first Metropolitan réle was the Duke 
in ‘* Rigoletto ’’ Nov. 23, 4903; the Gilda 
was Mme. Sembrich. 

One of the great artist’s character- 
istics was a childlike love of praise and 
applause, a type of vanity entirely di- 
vorced from megalomania or the self- 
love which is mingled with envy and 
contempt for others. New York’s un- 
bounded admiration for him ‘won his 
heart completely. Though an Italian 
atriot and a cosmopolitan, he eventual- 
y became fundamentally a New Yorkcr. 
fs numbered his warm personal friends 
here by the thousands. 

He spent most of his last eighteen 
years in Manhattan and married here. 
On one of his arrivals here he went 
through a pretty ceremony of picking: up 
a handful of earth at the pier and kiss- 
ing it, by way of saluting America. He 
was so thoroughly Manhattanized that 
{n 1919 he’ accepted an appointment as 
Captain in the New York ‘Police Re- 
serves, got a fine tailor-made uniform, 
and wore the gold badge of authority on 
his breast. 

“All the medals and documents be- 
stowed on me in the past,’’ said Caruso 
at the time, ‘‘ are as nothing to this new 
authority I possess as a Captain of the 
police of New York. I will go right over 
to the Metropolitan Opera House and 
arrest somebody.”’ . 

New York’s regard for the great tenor 
was expressed in the ceremony at the 
Metropolitan Opera House in April of 
last year, when the flag of New York 
City and the thanks of the city were 
officially presented to him by Mayor 
Hylan—a very uncommon thing for the 
matter-of-fact old municipality and a 
tribute which sent Caruso into ecstacies. 
This was partly a tribute to the unique 
talent of the singer, partly to his good- 
natured and well-disposed personality, 
and partly to his repeated and generous 
dedication of his voice to good causes 
during the war days. 


Some Penalties of Fame. 


Heavy. penalties went with his fame 
and success. He probably suffered more 
from the admiration he excited than 
from the envy. He could never appear 
in public without having every eye in 
range fixed on him. Crowds gathered 
around him on the streets, in railway 
sthtions, at theatre lobbies and wherever 
else he appeared outside of his own 
apartments. Souvenir hunters, hero- 
cranks and, interviewers 
haunted him. 

Smothered by -wel-meant admiration 
on one side, he was beset all through 
the days of his greatness by those who 
envied his greatness and those who 
sought to take advantage of his past 
frailties for blackmail. The affairs of 
his youth were tediously exploited. Wo- 
men popped into court every little while 
here and in Europe demanding a few 
hundred thousand dollars or so from 
Caruso. The most resounding of these 
episodes was that of the Central Park 
monkey house in 1906, Which resulted in 
Caruso’s being fined $10. 

Caruso complained bitterly both of the 
admiration and spite which jointly laid 
siege to his peace of mind, and alleged 
in a lyrical outburst on one of his 
recent birthday interviews that he would 
rather be a laborer getting $2 a day 
than earning his vast income, which 
was then made up of his $2,500 a per- 
formance at the Metropolitan and his 
royalties from phonograph records and

How He Viewed His Success. 


Once when he was asked for his own 
theory of his great success he said: 
) “This is how I have succeeded. I 
never refused an engagement and I 
have never been without work with the 


exception of two months in Naples after 
my second engagement. Then I went to 
Cairo and sang, and when I came back 
@ small bdat met the ship and brought 
me an offer. In that engagement I re- 
ceived 700 lire, then worth $140. 

‘“‘IT never refused to work. If one 
would come to me and say, ‘ Will you 
go to such and such a place for the Sum- 
mer and sing?’ I would ask, ‘ How much 
_ will you pay me?’ The answer is ‘$2,000.° 
But I say, ‘ The -price':for that was 
$3,000.’ ‘ Never mind,’ they say, ‘ $2,000 
is all that can be paid this Summer,’ and 
I refuse. ‘ Very well,’ they say, ‘ we get 
So-and-so.’ Then I make quick thoughts 
in my head ’’—Caruso described swift 
geometric problems on his . forehead— 
“and I say, ‘I will go.’ Otherwise I 
lose the Summer and the experience. 
And the experience is everything; Al- 
ways in that way I have had work, al- 
>on by since I came to America, and be- 

ore.’ 

Caruso would not admit that he had 
any favorite réle in opera. ‘' The singer 
who has a favorite réle,’’ he said, “is 
not an artist, but a specialist. It is the 

ublic that’ makes the favorite réles. 

e public,’® he added, ‘‘ was just In its 
estimates, and its musical taste was im- 
proving. 

“But not enough,” he addéd. “Of 
perhaps 80,000,000 men and women in 
the country 30,000,000 are cultivated. 
The remaining three-fourths are not 
Inoculated with the spirit of thé opera.” 


Feared for Voice in Later Years. 


Next to court actions, scandal and 
gossip, Caruso was vexed most by the 
constant speculation as to his physical 
condition and by occasional croakings 
that his voice was not quite what it 
used to be, coupled with real or pre- 


tended anxiety lest it should bé lost. 
In 1915, becoming vexed when a critic 
modestly expressed the opinion that he 
had not been at the top of his form on 
the preceding night, Caruso took a blue 
pencil and in colossal letters scrawled 
over the article: 
“ LIAR. 


i Enrico Caruso.”’ 
This he posted on the bulletin board 
et the Metropolitan Opera House.

His Supremacy Long Maintained./ 
In one of his interviews Caruso said: 
‘“* Alas, people énvy me “without knows. 

ing all. my cares, without realizing the 
efforts\I have to make over and over 
again. to remain on a level with my re- 


nown.°* I am the man who will never 
be pardoned for the slightest falling off! 
What an existence that inflicts on me. 
But-I gain lots of money; you will say. 
But do you reckon as nothing the money 
I lose by not singing? For example, I 
set out for America with a splendid en- 
gagement, that’s understood. I am ill. I 
don't so or I sing only a little, and I 
spend a.lot of money over there while 
gaining very little. It might happen 
some day that I lose money this way, 
and that would be abominable. What 
do you think of it? 

‘““No, the public don’t think of these 
things, do they? You see I have my 
risks and uneasiness. I am not entirely 
happy.” 

Following the operation on Mr. Ca- 
tuso’s throat in 1909, Professor Vedova 
said to a correspondent of THE NEW 
YorK TIMEs: ; 

. “When he came to me-I was at first 
seriously alarmed, secing that the range 
of his singing voice was impaired to a 
great extent. I was much relieved when, 
after a patient study, I came to the con- 
clusion that the lowering of the range 
of his singing voice was caused by what 
we Call here a vocal knot or a singer’s 
knot, affecting first one and then the 
other of the vocal cords. : 


of a voice which has the value and 
worldwide reputation of Caruso’s and 
the character of the patient. 

‘* The operation was so successful that 
if Caruso will be careful for a few 
months more, both in not forcing his 
voice too much and in leading a healthy 
and hygienic life, there will be in the 
volume and clearness of his singing a 
constant crescendo, which will reach its 
culmination in a few years from now, 
giving the world the sensation of vocal 
effects never heard before.’ 


Tenor Never “ Took It Easy.’”’ 


‘During most of his career, neverthe- 
less, Caruso had enjoyed robust health 
and on his last birthday he said that 
the ‘secret of it was not his voice but 
his teeth. 

‘‘Samson’s strength was in his hair. 
Mine is tn my teeth,’’ he said. ‘‘I have 
never had a toothache in my life. My 
perfect teeth have contributed greatly 
to my good health, and my good health 
has sustained me in my art. I really 
believe that when one of these teeth } 
have shown you goes I go. Caruso is 
finished. But they are strong yet.”’ 

In spite of his supreme power and 
skill as an operatic singer, Caruso never 
took it easy, and even in his last years 
went through each performance keyed 
up to an intense pitch. 

‘‘ Each time I sing,” he said, ‘‘I feel 
as if there were some one waiting to 
seize my position from me, to destroy 
Caruso, and I must fight, fight like a 
bull to hold my own.”’ 

In this interview, which took place less 
than a year ago, he said that he had 
been attacked by a sudden fit of stage 
fright Just before a performance of ‘‘ La 
Juive ’’’ in Brooklyn. 

‘‘But the moment I appeared on the 
stage and beheld the audience, among 
them Bonci, I realized that, I had to 
sing, and there was no other way out 
of it,” he said. ‘‘ And then a miracle 
happened. Some one, some unseen power 
seemed to unlock the compartment with- 
in me that holds my voice, and I sang. 
I sang With all the voice and power 
within me. You see, we artists must 
struggle desperately to get to the top, 
and when once there we must hold on, 
hold on with all the strength we have. 
For, once we slip, the journey down is 
steep and fast. I frequently feel unable 
to sing until I arrive in my dressing 
room and put on my clothes. Once in 
the proper atmosphere my voice ap- 
pears, and then it’s up to ‘me to make 
the most of it.”’ 

Two of Caruso’s children are Rodolpho 
and Enrico, yJr., the sons of Signora 
Giachetti, who was for many years 
known as Mme. Caruso. Rodolpho was 
a soldier-in the Italian Army during the 
war. The youn son, Enrico, Jr., 
came over in 1919 £0 a military academy 
in this country, Where he was placed by 
his father. 

Signora Giachetti_.and Caruso first 
met during a performance of ‘‘ La Bo- 
héme,’’ in which both took part. The 
woman. was then the wife of Gino Botti, 
a singer who had taken up a bankin 
business. <As -divorce is not sanctione 
by Italian laws, Caruso afterward ex- 
plained to friends that a ceremony was 
impossible. 

After whatever kind of union it was 
Caruso and Mme. Giachetti purchased a 
palatial villa in Florence, where they 
made their home. Some years _ later 
Mme. Giachetti left Caruso’s home. 
Caruso often said he spent more than 
$50,000 a year for his family, besides 
showering thousands of dollars’ worth 
of rare jewels on the signora. 


His Widow an American. 


In August, 1918, the singer married 
Miss Dorothy Park Benjamin, daughter 
of Park Benjamin, a »well-known lawyer 
of this city. Mrs. Caruso and the little 
daughter Gloria survive him, 

After the marriage Caruso took a fine 
country home at East Hampton, L. I., 
which is well known as the scene of the 
great Caruso jewel robbery last July, 


when $400,000 worth of gems disappeared 
mysteriously. Mrs. Caruso and her child 
were at the country estate at the time. 
The singer was on a trip to Havana. 

The roster of the réles Caruso had 
sung, covering wide fields of operatic 
composition, added weight to what he 
said of personal and intelligent study. 
They told of more than twenty-five years 
of hard work, or at least a musician 
could find in them food for thought and 
discussion, particularly as Caruso em- 
phatically “declared that he never as- 
sumed a role that was not suited to his 
voice. Here or abroad, he was said to 
have sung as many-as seventy different 
roles, including early efforts leng for- 
gotten. 

In eighteen successive seasons at the 
Metropolitan he appeared in at least 
forty operas. Among these were Verdi’s 
‘‘ Rigoletto,’’ ‘‘ Trovatore,’’ ‘‘ Traviata,”’ 
‘‘ Forza del Destino,’’ ‘‘ Masked Ball ”’ 
and ‘' Aida’’; Leoncavgllo’s ‘‘ Pagliac-

Gréatest Voice of His Century.. 


Caruso came to be recognized by 
many critics as the ‘‘ greatest voice of 
his century.’’ He once confessed his 
success in America was not lightly won. 
‘“Of course,’’ he remarked, ‘‘I had to 
fight with both the critics and the public 
—and even now I am fighting—because 
in 1903 there was a memory of ‘ another.’ 
Every time I sang some of the critics 
‘would write: ‘Yes, * * * a beautiful 
voice, wonderful quality, velvet, every- 
thing’ which is required in an Italian 
tenor voice. but * * * Jean.’ He re- 
ferred to Jean de Reszke, who had with- 
drawn from the Metropolitan a short 
time before, leaving a record no other 
tenor had previously approached. 

‘* But I went on just the same,” said 

ruso, ‘‘ ause I could not forget 
that some Ph sg before this ‘ Jean’ had 
said something ‘in Salsomaggiore. which 
made me very happy. It was in the pres-

Gatti-Casazza’s Tribute. 


Giulio Gatti-Casazza, his countryman, 
under whose management the greater 
part of his Metropolitan years were 
spent, was among his, most outspoken 
admirers, and Mr. Gatti is commonly a 
silent man. 

‘‘T have heard all the great tenors of 
my time,’’ said the Italian, Director of 
thirteen seasons in New York, ‘ over 


and over again. Many of them were 
wonderful artists, with exceptional 
voices; and all sang, I remember, some 
wonderful performances. Yet no one 
ever, in my judgment, sang any single 
réle with the vocal or artistic consist- 
ency of Caruso, and certainly no other 
tenor I can think of remotely compares 
with Caruso in continuing to sing. week 
after week and season after season, 
with the same _ almost’ unvarying 
achievement of supremacy, a man who 
almost never disappointed an audience 
through physical agiaess A to appear. He 
has been a unique artist, with whom 
none other compared ; I doubt if we will 
ever have such another.” 

This was Gatti-Casazza’s statement 
last season, the year that brought the 
tenor, in December, to a series of per- 
formances in which he sang with in- 
creasing difficulty, or as often sang not 
at all, before his illness. °

SON GETS WORD ON TRAIN. 


Enrico Caruso Jr. Says He Had No 
Word of Father’s Critical Illness. 


CULVER, Ind., Aug. 2.—Enrico Caru- 
so Jr-, son of the famous tenor, was en 
route to Chicago whén informed of his 
father’s death this morning. Young 
Caruso, who is a student at Culver Mili- 
tary Academy, left here early with a 
committee from the academy in charge 
of an exhibit the school is presenting 
at the Pageant of Progress being held 
in Chicagr. 

When word of Caruso’s death was re- 
ceived through The Associated Press, of- 


ficials at the academy wired ahead of 
the train. Young Caruso received the 
message at Plymouth, Ind., where he 
immediately left the Culver party and 
started back to Culver. 

Upon his return here Caruso said he 
had had no intimation that his father’s 
condition was serious. He had recently 
received a photograph, he said, which 
indicated that his father was in good 
health. 

The young man will remain here await- 
ing word from Mrs. Caruso. 


Caruso Bust for Metropolitan. 

The Directors of the Italian Musical 
League decided last night at 128 West 
Forty-ninth Street to start a public sub- 
scription for the erection of a bust of 
Caruso in the Metropolitan Opera House, 
to be unveiled on the first night of the 
next. opera, season. Caruso for many 
years was Honorary President of the 
League. 


LITTLE ITALY IN TEARS 
OVER WORD OF DEATH 


Crowds Around Bulletin Boards 
Weep on News of the Great 
Singer’s Passing. 


The first report of the death of 
Caruso was carried in news ‘dispatches, 
and several cablegrams from Mrs. Ca- 
ruso confirmed the news later in the 
day. These messages said briefly; ‘‘ En- 
rico died this morning.”’ 

Crowds of Italians gathered around the 
bulletin boards of Italian newspapers, 
waiting for the details of the death of 
-their idol and discussing his triumphs. 
Many wept. 

Il Progresso, Italo-Americano, which 
usually devotes most of its front page to 
foreign news, gave the whole page today 
to Caruso. 

Bruno Zirato, Caruso’s secretary, re- 
fused at first to believe the news re- 
ports, and dispatched a cablegram to 
Italy, begging for. some news which he 
hoped would be good and feared would 
be bad. He accepted the truth later in 
the day and ror hours sat silently in 
the Caruso suite in the Hotel Vander- 
bilt, head in hands, weeping. 

At the Metropolitan Opera House 
those preparing for the next season 
knocked off work for the day and stood 
around discussing the voice now silent. 
All of them loved Caruso. 

Few of the directors of the opera com- 
pany or the Directors were in the city. 
Otto H. Kahn, Chairman of the board, 
is in Europe. So is Gatti-Casazza, gen- 
éral manager, and many of the mem- 
bers. There. was no one to express for 
Ti company the sorrow felt keenly by 
all. ; 

The Rev. P. R. Mele of the Roman 
Catholic Church of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment in Passaic, N. J., received a cable- 
gram with the news, and messages also 
came to five of Caruso’s relatives in the 
Italian colony .there. Father Mele was 
an intimate friend of the singer, vis- 
ited him frequently during his illness 
and christened Gloria Caruso. 

One of Caruso’s jast acts before sailing 
for Europe was the cancellation of a 
mortgage for $3,000 on the home of his 
cousin, Palmini Mastrogiovanni of Pas- 
saic. , Peter Baldini, another cousin 
said that the great tenor’s purse was al- 
ways open to his relatives, particularly 
in times of distress. 


K. of C. Sympathy to Mrs. Caruso. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.--James A. 
Flaherty, Supreme Knight of the 
Knights of Columbus, sent a cable mes- 
sage of condolence today to Enrico Ca- 
ruso’s widow, saying that before the

outside the clinic in order to-hear how 
the patient was progressing. Some 
papers printed special editions, giving

pathy, and others of encouragement up 
to the last, were received from all over 
Italy. The physicians did not disguise 
the gravity of the operation, for which 
they had prepared, especially in view 
of the weakened condition of the patient, 
but they had expressed even yesterday 
the strong hope of saving Caruso’s life.

‘Says Farrar, and McCormack 
Calls Him Greatest Singer. 


ITALIANS PLAN MEMORIAL 


Want Theatre or Foundation for 
Operatic Students as Fitting 
Tribute for Great Tenor. 


News of the death of Caruso called 
forth praise for ‘‘ the greatest singer of 
the age,’’ and tributes to ntm as a man 
of generous deeds. These came not 
alone from his associates in the world 
of music, but from those who had met 
him off the stage and loved him for 
his qualities. 

This grief and feeling of loss extended 
to thousands. of Italians, who praised 
him as one of the greatest man of their 
nationality. Several Italian organiza- 
tions immediately initiated plans for a 
Memorial in this city to the great singer. 
The Order of the Sons’ of. Italy proposes 
a Caruso theatre here or a Caruso 
foundation for the training of young 
singers, and will hold a meeting today 
to further its aims. 

Geraldine Farrar, who sang. with 
Caruso in the Metropolitan for many 
seasons, said: 

‘“Mr. Caruso’s death came as a great 
shock to me, as the day before he sailed 
I went.to see him*and Mrs. Caruso and 
remarked his good spirits and hopeful 
mood. I certainly had no premonition 
of this sorrowful end and thought that 
he would return to us later in the sea- 
son in all his former glory. 

““As friend and comrade of fifteen 
years’ standing I grieve and puzzle at 
the destiny that forced’ him -to battle so 
long and valiantly for this finale un- 
areamed of. His ardent wish to close 
his eyes in his native land was granted 
by a kind dispensation of fate. “ . 

‘His great gift was unique. Its like 
will not be approached in our genera- 
tion; his place is impossible to fill in 
our present-day musical world. , 

“His kindnesses and qualities as 
friend and comrade are too well known 
to detall. He was a universal figure, 
beloved and admired. May God rest his 
soul.’’ ‘ ‘ 

McCormack Knew Him as a Pal. 


John McCormack, famous tenor and 
friend of Caruso, said at his home 
in Darign: 

‘IT have Tost one of my best friends 
and the public has lost its greatest art- 
ist, but the artists have lost a great pal. 
For the fourteen years I have known 
him I never knew him say an unkind 
word of or to a colleague. His epitaph 
might well be: ‘He was the greatest 
singer God ever created.’ I feel that the 
tenors ‘of America, we of the younger 
generation, must in some way get up a 
memorial worthy of the great man and 
artist. I have lost a dear friend.”’ 

Antonio Scotti, lifelong friend and inti- 
mate of Caruso, who had sung with him 
for years, said: 

‘* It takes half my life. What tribute 
could I pay to such a man—to such a 
heart? I would have given anything to 
save him, but, of course, there was 
nothing I could do.’”’ 

Amelita Galli Curci, who sang with 
Caruso in South America, said: 

**T am shocked and grieved to learn 
of the death of Enrico Caruso. Thus

‘“‘Enrico Caruso did more for the 
Italian race in this country than any 
single individual; and the loss will strike 
deep into the hearts of all Italians and 
Americans of Italian birth or descent, as 
well as all lovers of the purest arts, no 
matter what their nationalities. 

‘* Mindful of what Caruso has done to 
interpret the soul of Italy throughout 
the worid, it is fitting that the order 
should take steps to perpetuate the 
memory of its most illustrious son. The 
Order of the Sons of Italy will feel it 
to be its duty to honor the memory of 
Caruso, and certainly nothing could be 
more in accord with the spirit of that

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 2.—The death 
of Enrico Caruso was deeply mourned 
today in Buenos Aires, where he made 
six visits during his career as an opera 
singer; the first three in 1899, 1900 and 
1901, again in 1903, just prior to going 
to New York, and twice thereafter, in 
1915 and 1917. 

Newspapers nere regretfully recalled 
the curiously cool reception that Argen- 
tine operagoers gave to Caruso in 1903.

should not renew Caruso’s contracts for 
the following year.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 2.—Rain 
which began early and continued all 
day, making a swamp of the courts, 
forced the postponement until tomor- 
row of the third round matches in the 
Singles, and the first and second rounds 
of the doubles, in the fifth annual in- 
vitation tournament of the Newport 
Lawn Tennis Association. In the sin- 
gles tomorrow Zenzo Shimidzu of the 
Japanese Davis: Cup team will meet 
Watlace F. Johnson of Philadelphia in 
the feature match, with the result a 
matter of sheer speculation. Just how 
Shimidzu will fare against the steady 
chopping of the Philadelphian is arous- 
ing great interest. 


William M. Johnston, national cham- 
pion in 1915 and 1919; whose way to 
the final round seems clear, with Wat- 
son M. Washburn likely to furnish his 
sturdiest opposition, is scheduled to meet 
Dr. William Rosenbaum of New York 
in the third round tomorrow. Johnston 
is looking particularly fit this season 
and is gradually working his game up 
to where he wants it for the supreme 
test that is to come in the Davis Cup 
and national singles championships. 


Last Year for Johnston. 
J ohnston is anxious to make his show- 


ing this year the best of his career on 
the courts, for it is probable that it 
will be his valedictory year, so far as 
national and international campaigning 
is concerned. Johnston, it is generally 
understood, will be unable in the future 
to take enough time away from his 
business interests to play in the big 
Bastern and Davis Cupevents. This will 
be his only chance to gain permanent 
possession of the national championship 
bowl, which must be won three times to 
become a player’s personal property. 
If Johnston should win it in Septem- 
ber at Philadelphia he will be the first 
player to accomplish the feat of taking 
the title thrée times since William A. 
Larned passed out of the tournament 
tennis horizon in 1911. 

Johnston is even now playing the sort 
of tennis that will make him the fa- 
vorite of many followers of the sport in 
Philadelphia, and it .looks as though 
Tilden, or any other player who comes 
through, will have a herculean task dis- 
posing of the doughty and popular Cali- 
fornian. Everybody knows what a hard 
time Tilden had in beating Johnston in 
the 1920 final, and the champion will 
have to be in his best physical condi- 
tion, as well as in his best tennis form, 
to compete on even terms or better with 
his predecessor in the championship. 
Friends of Johnston, and the list in- 
cludes every tennis fan in the country, 
will learn regretfully that he is saying 
farewell to the big tournaments. Yet 
his decision seems definite. 


Vincent Richards Looms Up. 
That Vincent RichArds is being offi- 
cially considered for inclusion in this 
year’s Davis Cup team, to defend the 
trophy in the challenge round, at Forest 


Hills the first week of next month, is 
another bit of news that filtered through 
along with the rain today. Richards is 
thus drawing close to the realization of 
& supreme ambition in winning one of 
the greatest prizes that the e offers. 
The Yonkers youngster made it certain 
in the Providence tournament ‘for the 
Rhode Island championship by his splen- 
did victories over Tilden and Williams 
that his claim to recognition in Davis 
Cup circles this year would have to be 
given serious consideration.

Refuse to Endorse Claims of 
Wilson or Downey—l. S. C. 
License Revoked. 


Johnny Wilson of Boston and Bryah 
Downey of Cleveland, embroiled in the 
unpleasant situation surrounding the 
world’s middleweight championship title 
as @ result of their recent ‘bout in Cleve- 
land, will not be permitted to, box other 
opponents in this State until they have 
engaged in a return bout and have satis- 
factorily settled the question of superior- 
ity between them. The return bout, how- 
ever, may be fought here. This decision 
was reached yesterday at the meeting of 
the New York State Athletic Commis- 
sion. On the question of recognizing 
reither claimant of the title as the mid- 
dleweight champion, the Commissioners 
decided to adopt a neutral position. 

As @ consequence of this decision, the 
world’s middleweight championship title, 
which since the tragic death of Stanley 
Ketchel has been kicked around without 
regard, now is without a recognized 
L owner, at least insofar as the Empire 
State is concerned. Wilson claims he 
retained the title when Referee Jimmy 
Gardner awarded him the decision over 
Downey’ on a foul. Downey, on the 
other hand, claims the crown on the 
ground that he knocked out Wilson and 
the referee’s claim of foul was un- 
founded. The Cleveland Boxing Com- 
mission adopts the attitude that Dow- 


pey’s claim is bona fide. The Massa- 
chusetts State Boxing Commission, un- 
der whose jurisdiction Wilson boxes 
when at home, refuses to accept the de- 
cision of the Cleveland authorities and 
regards Wilson as champiom. Now the 
Empire State officials refuse to recog- 
nize the claims of either boxer until 
they have engaged in a return battle 
to determine just who is entitled to the 
championship. 

The attitude of the commission was 
set forth in the followi statement 
issued by Secretary Harry Burchell fol- 
lowing the hearing: 

‘*It is the opinion of the commission 
that they should take no official action 
Coenen eon the contest in Cleveland be- 
tween Wilson and Downey. It is the 
custom of this commission to abide ty 
the decisions of its referees. 

‘‘'We allow’no one to referee in this 
State who is not licensed and besides 
that he must be a resident of the State 
and a ceftizen of the United States and 
he must be qualified in every way to 
fulfill the duties of a referee. Should 
it happen in their judgment that the 
referee proves unequal for the demands 
and his decisions are unsatisfactory to 
the public and the commission, his 
license will be revoked. But, when a 
referee is operating under the privilege 
of this license, his decisions, together 
ba the decisions of the judges, must be 

nal.” 


It was pointed out that because of this 
stand on the part of the commission the 
two boxers will not be permitted to 
compete in this State against other op~ 
ponents until they have clashed a 
in.a bout to decide the question of 
superiority between m. ‘‘In other 
words,’’ said Secretary Burchell, ‘‘ Wil- 
son and Downey cannot box here unti? 
treir late match igs decided in an equita- 
ble and satisfactory manner.’’ 


Muldoon Elaborates on Ruling. 


Chairman William Muldoon of the State 
Athletic Commission, elaborated on the 


the case after the meeting. ‘‘"We do not 
intend to interfere with the matter at 
all,” said Chairman Muldoon. ‘ The 
commission has decided it will have 
nothing to do with the present confused 
state of things, as far as recognizing 
the claims of either boxer is concerned. 
At our hedring we adopted a resolution 
which provided that neither Wilson nor 
Downey would be permitted to box any- 
body else in this State until they had 
en ed in a return bout and settled the 
question of supremacy between them. 
This match can be held here, or any 
other place in the country, but it must 
be a championship battle, which will 
produce a satisfactory result. Under no 
conditions will either Wilson or Downey 
be permitted to come to this State and 
engage in bouts against other boxers be- 
fore they have a return. bout against 


each other. 

“The attitude of our commission is 
that it will stand behind our referees 
and accept their decisions as final. In 
every bout in this State the referee of- 
ficiating has been placed by us. Until 
it 1s demonstrated otherwise, our ref- 
erees are accepted as capahie and well 
qualified to perform their duties. If a 
referee should show poor judgment, or 
demonstrate that he is unfit to work, 
he will never again be permitted to of- 
ficiate in‘a bout. Until it is shown that 
a referee is unqualified, however, he 
will be permitted to work. Our attitude 
is that we have licensed him asa referee 
and we must stand by his decisions.’’ 

This attitude differs from that ex- 
pressed on behalf of the commission 
when the Wilson-Downey confusion first 
attracted attention. When -interrogated 
as to the probable action of the local 
commission with regard to the battle at 
that time, Chairman Muldoon declared 
the commission would be prepared to 
abide by the action of the Cleveland 
Boxing Commission if the latter body 
reversed the referee’s decision. 


New Rule Is Adopted. 


As a.consequence of the dissatisfaction 
over the Wilson-Downey affair the com-

I have to thank you for the courtesy

I desire 
to put on record the substance of the

There was a fine gathering. of Re-

THE INFANT DEATH RATE.- 
The report of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation on infant mortality in New 
York City contains much cheering in- 
formation. Between 1885 and 1919 
deaths of children under 1 year old 
dropped from 273.6 to 81.6 per thou- 
sand. Otherwise stated, if the 151,371 
infants in the city in 919 had been 
living here in 1885, 30,776 of those 
who survived would have died. The 
difference is attributable to a general 
advance ‘in municipal sanitation and 
especially to the ‘‘ better babies ” 
movement, with its municipal baby 
health stations and home-visiting 
nurses. 

There ‘is, however, a third and 
rather surprising factor in the situa-, 
tion. The’ death rate among infants 
of the foreign born is considerably 
less than that among infants of the 
native born, and during the period 
from 1885 to 1919 the proportion of 
foreign-born population increased -no- 
tably. Statistics gathered for the year 
1915 show . that -amdng infants of 
American parentage tlfe death rate was 
106.3 per thousand, whereas among 
those of Italian parentage it was 
103.2, of Austro-Hungarian parentage 
79.8 and of Russian-Polish parentage 
only 77.9 per thousand.° The re- 
port offers no real explanation of 
these differences. ‘It to be 
regretted,” the report adds, ‘“‘ that 
‘* statistics on the same point are

‘not available fom Chicago, Philadel- 


“ phia and Boston, which have had 
‘*’ sogaewhat similar experiences with 
‘‘ immigration.” 

In 1914 New York had t{.not only 
‘the lowest rate among the ten

the four following years St. Louis 
surpassed New York ‘three times, 
aghieving in 1919 a rate of 75.2. as 
against 81.6 for New York. ~- Among 
the great cities of the world, however, 
New York is‘still easily first.

ENRICO CARUSO. 

The place of ENrico Caruso among 
famous singers of the world finds but 
halting comparison in/ his own time. 
There’was no second. There is, there 
will be,:no like successor. The-~- Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, where for the 
unprecedented period of eighteen 
years he was king, -has been called a 
graveyard of reputations; it may well 
be so, during years to come, for 
those tenor aspirants who elect to 
singe their wings by flight into the 
glowing empyrean of his remembered 
voice in-his memorable réles. The king 
is dead; but art is long, and opera is 
longer. Other times, other tenors— 
and the tenor who follows Caruso will 
doubtless be the enibodiment of a new 
age, as he was after those who reigned 
before him; a man of new type, indi- 
vidual timbre, distinctive répertoire, - 

It is mostly from plain folk that 
great tenors come. The reason, per- 
haps, is that which LINCOLN assigned 
for the Creator’s seeming preference 
for common people, ‘‘ because He 
made so many of them.’’ In the 
humblest walk of life supreme genius 
and beauty of song may occur; it may 
be associated with any rank, even 
with a.,man of title, but such su- 
premacy oftenest arises among. the 
peasant stock. The voice of TamMaGNo 
was a heroic tenor of amazing power, 
one of the sort called tenori robusti, 
or more properly tenori di forza. It 
is yet said that Mario was ‘“‘ the per- 
fection of the tenor voice.’* RUBINI, 
a -tenore di grazia, indulged in the 
vibrato, natural to ‘him but abused by 
his imitators. ITALO CAMPANINI was a 
tenor of middle character, between 
force and grace.. Thus doubly gifted 
also was CARUSO, capable of a variety f 
never achieved by DE. RESZKE, king of 
the lyric stage before him, nor by 
Boncl, a living tenore di grazia today. 

The voice itself was authentically one 
of the greatest voices of the period, 
@nd those who have heard it have a 
great memory to treasure. In the ‘be- 
ginning a Voice. of light, almost lyric, 
quality, it’ gained greatly in power 
and weigfit, in golden purity and dra- 
matie potency of late years. And Mn 
Cartso possessed an artist’s fine skill 
in the use of it, in the technical ac- 4 
complishment by which a great voice, 
is made to tell to its utmost, though 
all Who ‘hear it may not know how or 
why.

SENATOR FRANCE’S ERROR - 


Baron Rosen Explains Russian Land 
Holdings Before the Revolution. - 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I. note in today’s issue of your 
esteemed paper a special cable from 
Riga dated July $1 giving an ‘account 
of an interview with Senator France 
on his return from a four weeks’ visit 
to Russia. Far be it from me to wish 
tO impugn in any way the Senator's 
good faith in drawing his own conclu- 
sions from what he had occasion to ob- 
serve, 0 m what was imparted to 
him by the Soviet officials or other peo- 
ple he may have come in contact with 
during his brief sojourn in Soviet Rus- 
sia. But when he says, as reported, that 
“ before the revolution all land was held 
in fee simple by the Czar, the nobility 
and the Church—in other words by the 
Czarist régime” and. that “once at’ 
régime was overthrown the land be- 
came ownerless ’’—I can only conclude 
that he has been designedly misinformed. 

The facts as to the ownership of land 
in Russia before the revolution, accord- 
ing to official data published by the 
Department of Agriculture in 1906 and 
hewed to the préceding Year, were as 

llows : 

Broadly “speaking, of the whole area 
of cultivated lard in European’ Russia : 
1. The peasantry owned 43 per cent, 

2. The State owned 34.50 per cent. 

3. The landed gentry (large, medium- 
sized and small holdings), 12.65 per cent. 

4. Other classes, exclusive 
gentry and, the peasantry,.5.75 per cent. 
’5. The imperial family (so-called ‘‘ ap- 
panages’’), cities, towns, Cossack com- 
munities, convents and chure es, 4.1 per 
cent. 

The agrarian question in Russia has 
always been obscured by a considerable 
amount of misrepresentation, as it has 
for more than half a century been ex- 
ploited by socialistic revolutionary prop- 
aganda mainly as a means of revolu- 
tionizing the peasantry. To ‘deal with 
it adequately would require volumes. I 
have, however, endeavored to shed some 
light on its main features in. Chapter 
XXVIII. of my reminiscences, published 
serially in The Saturday Evening. Post 
under the title_‘‘ Forty Years ofq Di- 
plomat’s Life,’’ and to point out ‘that 
Stolypin’s agrarian reform aimed pre- 
cisely at turning the Russian peasantry 


into a very huge body of small land-|. 


owners, and that but for his premature,|* 
death by assassination and the advent 
of the war and fff revolution it would 
have been carried-through, thereby ren- 
dering the Russian peasantry. presuma- 
bly just as impervious to the lure of 
socialistic and communistic dreams as 
is tite peasartry of France.

¢uses the Government of grying to spike 
the King’s wise and generous proposals, 
but it is certainly -true that about the 
‘time when the King: went to Belfast to 
make his famotis speeoh the Lord Chan- 
cellor delivered & \most irritating and 
provocative speech ifi the House of 
Lords: which was calculatéd: to hinder 
any attempt to make peace. The irony 
of the situation was‘referred to M more 
than one Londoh newspaper, for the} 
Lord Chancellor happens to be known 
as the keeper of the King’s conscience, 
and everybody wondered what the King 
would have to say to Lord Birkenhéad 
when next they niet. 

And surely Lord Northcliffe has not 
committed any very deadly sin when, 
in The London Times, he declares that 
-Lloyd George is distrusted. and Lord 
Curzon is pompous. Lloyd George js 
distrusted because he is believed to: be 
the author of the deVastating peace and 
because his Irish policy bas been a dis- 
mal and tragic failure and his handling 
of labor problems clumsy and inef- 
fective: Recent by-elections in England 
have shown conclusively that his Gov- 
ernment is no longer representative of 
the people, and I doubt whether there 
are half a dozen seats which the toali- 
tion Government could contest with any 
hope of success. As regards Lord Curzon, 
he hag always ™ a pompous and 
fussy pergon and he is obliging enough 
now to prove the accuracy of Lord 
Northcliffe’s statement by his attempted 
boycott of The Times. I am by no 
means’ an admirer of the Northcliffe 
newspapers, but I recognize the splendid 
service they have rendered in promoting 
Irish peace and a closer friendship bé- 
tween England and -America. 

The British people are so keenly inter- 
ested in the conference called by Mr. 
Harding, and so anxious for its success 
—for they are sick-and weary of blood- 
shed, conscription d back-breaking 


taxes—that they desire to send as thetr 
representatives men of the loftiest char- 
acter and the finest aret The ar 
deeply thankful -ff tha could 
represented-by Lord Bryce, rd Roheot 
Cecil and a leader of the Labor Party.

In‘reachking this figure, the car wie tips 
division took ‘into. account the number 
of cars in excess of current freight; re- 
quirements as well as the number await- 
lig repairs.above 7.per cent. of the total 
‘freight cars in the country. On April 1 
there were ‘reported on all roads 2,333,157 
feight cars, Officials of the organiza- 
tion believe that the 7 per cent, allow- 
ance, although higher than the accepted_ 
maximum of the prewar period,’ probably 
represents. a better standard for com- 
parison, due to the difficult conditions 
respecting labor and materials during 
the last three years. 

The reduction shcwn in the current 
report was due principally to the: in- 
creased demand in the Central Western 
region for grain cars. Surplus box cars 
totaled 119,442, a decrease of 16,191, com- 
pared with the earlier date, and surplus 
coal cars were reduced 5,049, to 168,568. 
Surplus stock cars ‘fell ‘oft. 628 during 
that. period, so. that ‘on July 23 they 
numbered 16,297, 

The decrease in surplus cars reported 
in the Central Western region was not 
offset by any increase in the mumber 
of -cars needing’ repairs, it was pointed 
eut, for the freight car situation in that 
part of the country seems to have taken 

a turn for the: better. 

Owing to the demand for grain cars, a 
shortage of 2,768 freight cars was re- 
ported, an increase of 1,500' over the 
total shortage reported on July 15. On 
July 15 there were 365,092 bad. order 
cars, or 15.9 per cent. of the tota] num- 
ber of cars: owned 4 all roads,’ as. 
against 354,000, or .15.4 per cent., on 
July .1, Allowing for 7 per cent. being 
normal, cars in need.-of repairs above 
normal totaled 264,396, which, added to 
the total surplus, meant 555, 168 cars out 
of service. because. of business condi- 
tions.
